A belated Christmas tree for a 4-year-old 
blind boy started a fire last night at 7 o’clock 
Which destroyed the six-story Alexandria 
apartment building, Bowen and Cottage 
Grove avenues. 

Seventy people who occupied the eighteen 
flats in the building were render” home- 
less, all barely escaping with their lives. 

Many were painfully bruised while climb- 
ing down the fire escapes, while others were 
overcome by smoke and fright and were res- 
cued by firemen. 

The building and contents were a total 


Tight Candles for Blind Boy. 

On Christmas day Mrs. H. W. Heiner, who 
occupied flat D, on the second floor, arranged 
a Christmas tree for her blind son, Frank. 
| While unable to see the tree, he was told all 
about it, and begged that it be not removed.

Fire Cuts Off Stairway. 

| ‘The cries of the woman aroused all the 
tenants. . Frightened by the roar of the 
flames and the shouts of alarm, all rushed 
to the elevator and the stairs, which ad- 
joined each other in the center of the build- 
ing. They found that means of escape cut 
off and turned to the fire escapes. 
crowded each other and some 
slipped: or were pushed and came near be- 


fainted, while two others had their fingers 
stépped on and crushed. 


Women Saved from Death. 

Mrs. F. E. Lively, who lived in a flat on 
the top floor, was carried down a fire escape, 
while Mrs. Leonard, an invalid on the same 
floor, was lowered by a rope by the fire- 
men, who had arrived. 

Mrs. Kennedy, who lived with her three 
daughters and two sons, had a narrow es- 
cape. Not knowing that all her children 
had left her flat, she rushed back after the 
first alarm, only to find them all gone. She 
was rescued with difficulty and carried down 
a ladder. 


Flying Trip with Elevator. | 

Edward Montgomery, engineer of the build- 
ing, made a flying trip in the elevator to the 
top and with a car loaded with men and 
women descended to the bottom. By the 
time his passengers had-left the flames had 
filled the shaft and the engineer was forced 
to abandon a second trip. 

H. D. Ludlow, manager for Boydston 
Bros.’ undertaking establishment, rushed to 
the building to rescue his wife and her 
mother, Mra. S. A. Duell. Smoke prevented 
his entrance by the stairway and he climbed 
the fire escape to the fifth story. 

He lifted the women to the fire escape and 
followed them in the descent to safety. 

Jack Brin of 651 West Twelfth street, 
ascended by the fire escape to the fourth 
floor, took a child of Mrs. Beans in his arms, 
and descended with it to the street. 


Thousands View the Fire. 

When the first engines arrived a second 
alarm was sent in, quickly followed by a 
4-11 alarm. Chief Mukham assumed com- 
mand of the department. 

The flames, which had burst through the 
roof, soon enveloped the whole structure 
and lighted up the South Side for miles. 
Thousands of spectators were attracted to 
the scene, and the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue cable cars were stopped for hours, the 
passengers being transferred. 

The west wall fell with a crash a half 
hour after the fire started, and was quickly 
followed by a series of explosions, which 
sent showers of burning brands and sparks 
By 9 o'clock 
the building was a wreck and only part of 
the walls remained. 


Flames Spread Quickly. 

It seemed as if the whole building was in 
flames a minute after the first alarm,“ said 
M. Moulton, the day elevator boy. Ev- 
erybody got out, but some had close calls. 
Mrs. Heiner had just lighted the candles 
on the Christmas tree, said Paul Kennedy, 
and the next any one knew the whole tree 
and part ot the room were on fire.”

SEARCH ALONG NEW LINES. 


The first tangible clew in the Ely disap- 
pearance case came to light yesterday and 
the search for themissing Evanston boy and 
his aunt is to be resumed along new linés. 

The police are now satisfied that the fugi- 
tives are living and that young Rogers went 
away disguised as a girl. It is considered 
possible also that the womey donned male 
attire. 

The clew consists of a 8 of clothing 
that was found in the morning under the 
platform of the Central Street Waiting Sta- 
tion of the Chicago, Milwaukée aiid St. Paul 
railroad, in North Evanston.’ The clothing 
was identified as that worn by Miss Florence 
Ely and young Frank Ely Rogers when they 
left the home of the boy's father, James C. 
Rogers, on the morning ot Juby 13. 

The garments were mildewed and wet, and 
the police are confident that they have lain 
under the platform since the pair disap- 
} peared. Acting on the supposition that the 
boy ran away in disguise, the police will send 
out circulars today advertising for a woman 
and a girl. It is thought likely that if Miss 
Ely donned male attire she has discarded it 
before this.

The bundle contained a pafr of knicker- 
bockers, a white cap, a waist, a pair of stock- 
ings, and a linen collar, all the property of 
young Rogers. There also was a woman's 
black chiffon hat, trimmed in green, a black 
silk waist, a black overskirt, and white un- 
derskirt, a black belt, a pair of stockings, and 
a handkerchief that belonged to Miss Ely.

He was of slender build, 
had a smooth, soft face, and effeminate man- 
ners, and might easily pass for a. girl. 

From this isolated station it is supposed 
that the woman and the boy took a Chicago 


Wisconsin, or else took a steamer across the 
lake into. Michigan and possibly into Canada. 
In the advertisement to be sent out by the 
police today it will be stated that the woman 
probably is earning a ilvelihood for both by 
giving lessons in music or painting. It is 
thought that the boy will not long submit to 
wear petticoats, and the prospects of finding 
him are considered brighter than ever. Mr, 
Rogers announces that the reward of $500 
for the apprehension of the boy still stands. 


Father Has New Hope. 

„ We have new hope,“ Mr. Rogers said. 
„ We were completely disheartened by our 
{inability to find Frank and his aunt, and 
this clothing explains our lack of success.

I hardly believe 
that Miss Ely could have passed for a man.” 

The finding of the clothing is taken to 
disprove the theory that the boy and his 
aunt committed suicide.

EXPEL BAPTIST PREACHER 
FOR ILLEGAL DIVORCE. 


James A. Heath Put Out of Church and 
Ministry by Council of Ministers in 
Kansas City, Mo. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 20.-The Rev. 
James A. Heath, who is alleged to have 
illegally secured a divdrce from his wife in 
New York in order to marry a Kansas City 
woman, was deposed from the ministry and 
expelled from the Calvary Baptist Church 
at a meeting of the congregation today. 

The council of eight Baptist preachers, to 
whom the matter was referred on Dec. 17, 
made its report, finding Heath guilty on 
three charges, and the report was unant- 
mously adopted by the congregation. The 
action of the church not only excludes him 
from the pulpit, but withdraws the hand of 
fellowship from him as a member.

The biting, blinding swirl of smoke from 
the thundering pair of eight-inch guns in the 
forward turret of the Brooklyn blew aside 
for an instant, and, as Lieutenant Simpson 
‘stuck his head out of the cover of the turret 
and sang out: Did that one hit them, Com- 
modore?” the lithe, active figure on the little 
platform outside of the conning tower 
dropped the binoculars from his eyes for an

This tall, slim figure, in plain blue, without

GENERAL DECLARES ALL WORK. 


IN HARMONY 


Reported Clashes Between Military 
and Civil Authorities Denounced ‘as 


Without Foundation — Acting Gov- 
ernor Wright of the Philippines 


Praises the Army eLader and Re- 
futes Rumors of Differences—Peace 
in All Sections Believed Near. 


MANILA, Dec. 29.—General Chaffee, when. 


asked today concerning the alleged friction 
between the civil and military authorities in 
the Philippine archipelago, said that abso- 
lutely no such friction existed, and perfect 
harmony prevailed between the two authori- 


General Chaffee said the only occasion 
when there had been anything approaching 
friction wag in the matter of habeas corpus

| factory to both authorities had been found. 
The General said he and the members of 


the commission had at times differed in their 
views, but that these differences were of 
purely personal opinien. He said that his re- 
lations with Governor Taft and Actifig Gov- 
ernor Wright and the other commissioners 
were both officially and socially extremely 
pleasant, and he thought the published 
statement of friction between the civil and 
military authorities must have reshited from 
a misunderstanding ef the facts. 7 


Army Yields to Civil Powers. 

It was explained by General Chaffee that 
every time the slightest friction had arisen 
in the provinces between the two authorities 
he had invariably ordered the military to 
surrender to the civil authority, and said 
that the relations of these authorities 
throughout the provinces, where they fre- 
quently hold widely opposite opinions, would 
in no way interrupt the existing cordial rela- 
tions at Manila, where both were working 
toward the same goal—namely: the pacifica- 
tion and welfare of the archipelago. General 
Chaffee concluded by saytifig that he thought 
the prospect of subduing the insurrection in 
all places to be promising. 

When Acting Governor Wright was ques- 
tioned on this same matter he said: 

Where men of sense are at the head of 
affairs there is not likely to be much cause 
for alarm or friction.” 

Governor Wright said although he and the 
General frequently. differed radicaly upon 


various subjects, the most amicable rela- 


tions were maintained under all 4 
stances. 


Great Work Done During Year. 

Referring to the work accomplished by the 
commission during the year, Governor 
Wright said: 

Out of darkness has come light and im- 
mense and wondrous strides haye taken 
piace. A year ago everything outside of 
Manila was practically chaos; now, outside 
of the few provinces where the insurrection 
still exists, everything is flourishing. In 
the 300 miles, from Manila north to Aparri, 
not a hostile shot has been fired for months, 
while. houses have been built and crops 
planted. These conditions apply to the larger 
part of southern Luzon.” 

Governor Wright said he, was satisfied the 
majority of Filipinos recognize and appreci- 
ate what has been done and are doing all in 
their power to bring the — insur- 
gents to peace.

Dr. David Beaton Finds That

Trifling resolutions are not 
worth while, and they are selected by 
humorists as specimens of New Year’s reso- 
lutions. 

Four traits of a worthy New Year's 
resdlution are worthy of notice.

Under- 
taking reforms in our own strength is hardly 
worth while. Secondly, it must express in 
part our higher nature. No resolution helps 
us much if it touches only those traits of 
Ute which are transient or trifling. Thirdly, 
it must aim at some positive result, not 
simply at a negative virtue. Fourthly, a

Some of us are easily moved and | 
incline to do the thing that is in the air to 
do. 


Lesson of the Season. 


Dr. J. P. Brushiggham, speaking at the 
First Methodist Church on New Lear's,“ 
said in part:

The past is irrecov- 
erable. Our duty is to the actual present and 
the possible future. Not what we have 
been, but what we are and shall be, becomes 
the Christian criterion of conduct and char- 
acter.

‘After reviewing the material progress of 
the world in 1901, Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, 

king in All Souls’ Church, said: 

“The problem of the future is purely an 
ethical one. Happiness and plenty are com- 
modities no longer to be measured by the 
physical resources or possibilities of earth. 
They are absolutely the results of spiritual 
condition, whether we study the life of the 
individual, the city, the State, or the world.” 

In speaking of material progress the min- 
ister said in part: 

“ There is little satisfaction in the military 
triumphs which the year records for the 
Anglo-Saxon. There is little encouragement 
in the billion dollar steel trust perfected dur- 
| ing the year. There is not much significance 
in the startling figures paraded as charity’ | 
on behalf of the few multi-millionaires of 


America.”’ 


Greatest Problem for Humanity. 


Dr. Frank Crane preached in People’s 
Church apropos of New Year's resolutions, 
He said in part: 

„There is a greater problem for humanity 
than carrying freight or transmitting 
thought or any other mere commercial mat- 
ter; it is the problem of living a right life, 
of having a clean conscience. More effort 
has been expended in this problem than in 


asceticism, have groaned and struggled with 
reme stress of soul for this. 

“ Resolutions to do better are commend- 
able; that is, it is better to have the disposi- 
tion that makes a good resolution than to 
have the spirit that is willing to live on in 
an evil course; but most resolutions are 
futile simply because we are undertaking to 
do a thing we have no power to do, to escape 
the past and transform the future. But 
when a man lets God into his life he is hold- 
ing on to something which is abundantly able 
to do for him what he cannot do for himself.“ 


HIRSCH HONORS FELSENTHAL. 


Preaches on the Aged Rabbi’s Part in 
Reform Movement Deprecates 
Zionism. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch preached n Sinai Tem- 
pie yesterday im honor of the 80th birth- 
day of Dr. B. Felsenthal. He spoke at 
length of Dr. Felsenthal's part in the reform 
movement. He said in part: 

„ Reform Judaism was born in that hour 
when Jews ceased feeling themselves in 
exile among the nations in whose territory 
they were settled and whose languages they 
and their children had learned to speak. 
They then could no longer honestly pray for 
a restoration to the land of the fathers.” 

Then, after speaking of recent persecution 
of Jews in Russia and elsewhere, he said: 

„ We of America have no reason for 
abandoning our position so well defined by 
Felsenthal forty years ago. We are Amer- 
ican citizens. We have a flag that we love, 
and for which no sacrifice on our part is too 
great, America will never draw distinction 
between Jew and non-Jew in the assignment 
of duty as citizens. We would not exchange 
our American nationality for that under the 
hot sun of Palestine. Wedo not hope for the 
reinauguration of the sacerdotal, priestly 


service.”

T is all on account of a single letter of the 
alphabet that Emperor William has 
created an uproar throughout the entire 
Rhine provinces, and has excited a storm 
of indignation and of ill-will against him-

Now there has always been a controversy 
‘as to whether the name of this city, which 
im the German language is styled ‘* Koeln.“ 
should be written K or witha“ C.“ The 
vast majority of the people—in fact, all the 
- inhabitants of the Rhine province—have been 
in the habit of using the letter K.,“ and it 
is only some old scientists and foreigners 
who have made use of the letter C.“ 

Within the last year lawyérs seeking for 
technical flaws in indictments, writs, etc., 
have raised the question as to the validity of 
the documents on the plea that the name of 
the City of Cologne mentioned therein was 

improperly written. It therefore became 


‘necessary that the matter should be officially 


decided, once and for all time. 

Accordingly, the municipality of Cologne, 
which is one of the most ancient cities of 
the empire, passed a unanimous vote decree- 
ing that from thenceforth the name of their 
city should be written exclusively with a 
„K, and that the K was imperative 
in all official documents. This decree was 
ratified successively by the Burgomaster of 
the city, by the Governor of the Rhine Prov- 
ince, and by the Minister of the Interior, who 


submitted the decree to the Emperor, for 
that final signature of his which was requi- 


site in order to convert it into the law of the 
land. 


No one dreamt for one moment that the 


Emperor would do otherwise than sanction 
Charles.

from the leading historians of Germany, all 
supporting the popular view. 


The Kaiser, however, has turned a deaf 
ear to this petition, and in reply to the argu- 
ments of the historians points out that the 
original name of the city was Colonia 
Claudia Agrippinensis Ubicorum,” and that 
it was founded fifty years after the birth of 
Christ by Claud on the site where Agrippa 
had formerly erected the altar of the Ubians. 
“The Emperor therefore insists that inas- 
much as the name of the city was spelt 
at the time of its foundation, near 2, 
years ago, with a C it should retain that 
initial letter to the present day.

In almost all wholesale lines the usual hol- 
iday dullness was not experienced. While 
the volume of trade waa not nearly as large

In Northern pine the demand was 
never better at this season of the year. Not 
alone the local requlrements were large but 
country orders were plentiful. In white 
cedar the greatest call was for telegraph 
poles, and as stocks are not heavy either at 

ucing points or here there promises to 

a scarcity in this line. Inability to secure 
cars curtailed the receipts of white pine, as 
well as cutting down counéry shipments. 

Prices on lron and steel products were gen- 


ern 


erally strong, resisting an inclination to ad- 
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vance. One exception was nails and wire, 
in which some slight additional weakness 
among independent producers was noted. 
Dealers say that never before was there 
such a demand at this season of the year as 
‘developed during the last.week. The trans- 
portation problem takes precedence over all 
other conditions in the metal market, the 
promised relief by the railroads having failed 
to materialize. The coke condition is worse 
than ft Was a week ago, and the prospects 
are for noimmediateremedy. There was an 
active demand for pig tron for spot shipment, 
with a few orders placed for delivery during 
the first half of 1902. 

The local soft coal situation is quite serious 
on account of the unexpected cold weather 
catching dealers only partially prepared for 
a zero wave. The railroad side tracks were 
swept clear of free coal, lump, eggs, nut, 
slack, screenings, and other fine stuff, and 
some of the large shippers find their stocks 


J virtually exhausted when they would ordi- 


narily have had from 100 to 150 loaded cars 
standing ready. Prices were firm at circu- 
jar. In the anthracite coal trade there was 
also an active demand. Rall coal developed 
a scarcity, owing to the decrease in the out- 
put occasioned by the floods in the Pennsy!- 
vania anthracite dittricts. Spot coke was 
hard to obtain, and orders are being placed 
for délivery during the first six months of 
1902 at an advance over the current figure. 

In all branches and departments of Chi- 
cago's wholesale business the week was en- 
tirely satisfactory. 


Wheat Market. 


In spite of a double holiday and the ex- 
pectation of the usual holiday duliness there 
was an active wheat market last week; and 
large public buying, which forced an ad- 
vance in May to 88%-\%e. The last two days 
of the week, however, there was heavy 
profit taking, and most of the advance was 
lost, May closing at 81%c, compared with 
81e the previous Saturday. The sharp mill- 
ing demand for soft winter wheat, which 
was an effective faction in starting the ad- 
vance from oc, was not in evidence the lat- 
ter half of the week, and the foreign demand 
had all the appearance of holiday dullness. 
Export takings at the seaboard were small, 
and there were rumors of reselling by for- 
eigners.

YEAR ENDS WITH A RETURN To 
CHEERFULNESS. 


Kare Had a Setback Friday, for 
Which the News of De Wet“ Latest 
Exploit Was Gd Enough Excuse— 
American Railroads Began Well 

Atter the Short Recess, but the Vol- 
ume of Trade Was mall in These 
Securities—Consols Are Up Again.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The financial week 
has been broken by two full holidays. 
While the accustomed crowds in the city 
were perceptibly smaller on Friday and yes- 
verday, yet as the last Stock Exchange set- 
tlement ended yesterday afternoon it may 
safely be said that the dismal year ends with 
a wonderful return to cheerfulness. 

To be sure, the Kaffire had a setback at the 
reopening of the market on Friday, for 
which the news of De Wet's latest exploit 
was good enough excuse, The south 
African boom has been overdone 
lately, and, in fact, the break did not af- 
fect other markets, and whatever the re- 
sults may have been they were more than 
offset by the announcement that another of 
the Rand gold mines has been opened, while 
Still another, the Jubilee, opens early in 
January. 

American railroads began well after the 
short recess because of the improvement in 
copper, and followed the course of Wall 
street to the close of the week, but the vol- 
ume of trading has been smal! in these se- 
curities, and prices refiect rather generally 
the good feeling which ie due to a variety 
of causes, such as the rise in Rio Tinto and 
other copper shares, the buoyancy of the 
Paris markets, and above all the advance 
in Americans. 

Because of the good news from Chile and 
Argentina consols are up again, and with 
only two working days of 1901 remaining the 
city is hopeful. 

The District railway is about to push its 
contemplated improvements vigorously, and 
intends, ft is said, to oppose the projected 
branch of the existing electric line, the 
central London, to Hammersmith. The 
statement has been published last week that 
Yerkes is, now likely to gain control of the 
Metropolitan, but though this is not be- 
lieved there is no doubt that the Metropoli- 
tan will now work harmoniously with the 
District company.
